In 
particular, inadequately claimed subject matter includes up-link transmitters and down-link 
receivers operating in conjunction with a cellular device. The cellular device can be coupled 
with up-link modulators and down-link demodulators. Configuration of these and other 
components and features may be used to interface with selected accessories and devices 
including a remote handset, a pen-based data entry module, voice mail systems, answering 
machines, computers, video sources and so on. 

4. I hereby state that all and any errors corrected by the present Reissue Application 
were inadvertent and arose without deceptive intention on my part. I further state that I have 
reviewed and understand the contents of the above-identified specification, including the 
claims, as amended by the amendments referred to above. I acknowledge the duty to disclose
